' St. Paul, N o v . 22 
In an opinion 
written by Judge Sanborn and in which 
Judges Vandeventer,Hook and Adams 
concurred, Judge Hook handing down 
a special concurring opinion. United 
States circuli court for the Eastern 
district of Missouri holds Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey to be tm 
illegal combination, operating in re­ 
straint of trade and ordering its dis­ 
solution. 
The opinion of the court 
was filed simultaneously in St. Louis 
and St. Paul. 
Iu this decision the government wins 
a sweeping victory, and, according to 
Frank B. Rellogg of this city, special 
prosecuting attorney, the government 
has won every point for which it con­ 
tended. 
Decree of the court becomes 
effective within thirty days, but case 
will be taken to the supreme court of 
the United States. 
In the trial the company’s legal tal­ 
ent, headed by John G. Milburn of 
New York, contended that the present 
organization of the Staudard Oil coi- 
poration won the result ol the natural 
growth of a great industry and that 
no statute had been violated.

The charge that the cutouts service, 
particularly in New York, is permeat­ 
ed with petty graft that in the aggre­ 
gate amounts to a big swindle is 
shocking in the extreme to a self-re­ 
specting country. If this charge is 
true, then the sugar-weighing scandal 
is only an incident in the whole shame­ 
ful system by which the Government 
is cheated in some instances and im­ 
porters are fleeced in others. 
But in 
spite of the discouraging decisions of 
Justice Holt in several of these cases, 
there is reason to believe that the cus­ 
toms service will be cleansed of this 
infamy, especially as the importers 
show a disposition to co-operate with 
the Government in the prosecutions. 
This petty graft, which has been car­ 
ried on by a number of customs of­ 
ficials is an example of the debasing 
and demoralizing effect of the whole 
system, but it is inconsequential, from 
the material point of view, as com­ 
pared with the colossal graft sanction- ■ 
ed by the protective tariff. 
In every ! 
instance in which an industry or a 
duct is given tariff protection that it 
does not need to enable it to compete 
with foreign producers, and where 
this protection is used to make un­ 
necessarily and unreasonably high 
prices in the domestic market, the 
Government 
sanctions 
graft on a 
stupendous scale. 
The customers are 
fleeced, but they are defenseless at law. 
They can get nothing by filing com-' 
plaints with the United States Attorn­ 
ey General at Washington. If brought 
to trial such a complaint would merely 
result in the verdict heard at the trial 
of Shylock: 
“ The law allows it and 
the court awards i t . ” But the people 
have a remedy, and it lies in their 
own hands. 
It is the abolition of the 
whole high protective system, the re­ 
moval of the tariff from politics and 
Congress and the placing of the cus­ 
toms problem in the hands of econo­ 
mic experts.—Kansas City Star.

W ashington 
social 
season 
opens with the convening of congress 
on the first Monday in December each 
year, 
but the official social 
season 
does not begin until after the presi­ 
d e n ts first reception, Jan. I. 
Both 
seasons continue until the beginning 
of Lent. and the long program of offi­ 
cial social events concludes with those 
of a more or less unofficial character, 
which 
are 
sandwiched 
in 
between, 
making a time of extraordinary activ­ 
ity for all concerned. 


T h e N ew Y e a r ’s Reception. 
All W ashington, outside of the offi­ 
cial set more particularly, looks for­ 
ward with keen delight to tile New 
Year’s reception. 
It is the most in­ 
formal affair of the entire official so­ 
cial calendar of the president, and 
this is evidenced by the fact th a t be­ 
fore his laborious New Year’s day is 
eompleted he is alw ays required to 
lhake hands with from 5.000 to 10,- 
000 callers in all walks of life, who 
come to wish him a happy New Year 
This reception begins at l l a. rn. and 
Is ended, so far as official Washington 
is concerned, at 12:15 p. rn., after 
which the general public is adm itted, 
and several hours are consumed in 
disposing of these callers. 


One of th e S ig h ts of the Y ear. 
The New Year’s reception is really 
one of the sights of Washington. 
Not 
only are the diplomats out in com­ 
plete regalia, but all the officers of 
the 
army 
and 
navy 
stationed 
in 
W ashington are expected to report on 
th at day at their respective depart­ 
ments in full regimentals, prepared to 
call upon the president, who is their 
com m ander iu chief. In t lie meantime 
the W ashington public bas also begun 
to assemble on the side streets east of 
the White House, w here it is formed 
in line. 
As soon as the officials are 
out of the way a string of humanity, 
old and young, black and white, files 
through the White House.

GOES AFTER HOOKWORM. 


•U t Exceeding Party Case* of the 
First-Nam ed Malady Statea the 
Health Off lear—Latter 
la to Ba 
Rigidly Inveatigated. 


Austin, Nov. 25.—In response to a 
question State Health Officer Brumby 
said there are about thirty-five orforty 
known caaea of pellagra in Texas. He 
said there it no reason for alarm. 
“I 
don’t mean that there are not more 
cases of the disease in the state,” said 
Dr. Brumby “ bm this is all that has 
been reported. 
There are n* doubt 
other cases scattered throughout the 
state of which ^ p h y sic ia n s attending 
th© patients have made no reports.” 
Dr. Brumby is determined to carry 
on an extensive investigation and re­ 
search into the extent of fehehookworm 
disease, about which so much has been 
said and written recently, 
in this 
he is likely to be financially backed by 
some part of the 81,000,000 donated by 
John D. Rockefeller. 
The investiga­ 
tion is to be carried on through the 
various schools and other institutions 
of learning over the state, and with 
his end in view the health department 
has addressed a communication to 
doctors over Texas requesting an in- 
v estigation in their comniun;ties and 
report the result to Dr. Brumby. 
D i. Brumby also calls attention to 
the fact that a fund has been provided 
by the state to send tubercular suffer­ 
ers back to their home counties from 
any point where they might have been 
sent by others.
